Asie. Although noching be more certain en «, 
meaiure of the Sun’s courle, compofing the Aftronom! 
ca} year, which is divided into Converfional or Tropt- 
cal, and Sydereal. Yet being this courfe is not con 
cluded in an entire number of Months, Days, or yet 
ot Hours.( for Some Minutes.muft be added to It ) hence 
arileth the difficulty to regulate the Years 5 the Con- 
fufion whereot has been-eacreas'd by the. divers Politi- 
cal aad Civil Years eftablith'd by Legiflators who have 
endeavour'd to comply in this Point with the vulgar, 
which likes nothing but what 18 incre and eafie to 
comprehend. Romulus began his Year at the ron 
Equinox, and composd 1t of 304 Days, divide into 
ten Months. Numa obferving that the courle of the 
Sun. and the Lunations did not agree, and that the cold 
Weather was often found in Summer, and Harveit in 
Winter, added Fanusry and February tO Xt. The pro- 
evels of time having thewn that this Reformation was 
fill impecteét, Fuliws Cafar, 670 Years after him, 
allifted by Sofigenes a great Mathematician, corrected 
the defeét, addiug three Months to the Year in which 
he made this Reétitication, which was the 708¢h. Year 
of the building ot Rome ; namely, two Months between 
November and December, one ot 29 Days, and the other of 
30; and another of 30 Days at the end of December, 
to make up the Days which were pais'd. So that this 
Year Debtors had three Months relpite. Theo he di- 
vided the Year into 36s Days, for this Caule call'd 
irom his Name the Fulian Year. But becaute the Sun 
s near fix hours more in accomplifhing his Period, he 
added a Day every fourth Year afrer the twenty third 
of Fibruary, which they call’d Sexto Calendas, and be- 
caule in counting it twice they faid Bu fexto Calendas, 
this Year truth thence retain'd the Name of Biffezcile, 
attributed by the Vulgar to finifter and untortunate 
things. Aad to confirin the Months to the Lunations, 
he was contented to obferve that every Nineteenth Year 
the Moon is found in the fame place; which was the 
ducovery of another Mathematician of Ashens, nam’d 
Meion. Aad toraimuch as they mark’d this Number 
of 1y.1n their Ka’endar with a Cypher of Gold, ‘thence 
if came co be call'd the Gold Number. The Chriftians 
took up this Calculation as the beft of all : But be- 
caule there wants eleven Minutes every fourth Year to 
make the Bifextile or Leap-year intire, i¢ was found that 
trom the tume of Fulius Cefar to Gregory XIIL. the Lu. 
nations and Aeguinoxes had anticipated ten dayes, which 
render'd the Golden Number uleleis, and remov'’d Exjter 
and other moyeable Feafts out of their true place. 
Theretore this Pope, affifted by Doétor Lilioa Phyfi- 
tian, retrench’d thofe ten dayes throughout al! Chri- 
ftendom, except in places who are not pleas'd with Ne. 
veltv, unleis fo tar as it difp'eales che Pope, Which 
anticipation will always oblige future Ages to ule a 
like reformation of the Juéize year ; which we begin 
trom the Mid-night which precedes the firft Sun-rile 
of the Month of Fanwary. but the moit tenfible Know- 
ledge to be had of the Duration and Beginning of the 
Solar.Year is obtain’d by obferving the Day on which 
the thadow of the Perpendicular Needle of a Qua- 
drant 1S found longett at Noon, being a certain fign 
that the Sun is chen moft deprefs'd, and contequently 
that we mult there fec down the End of the precedi 
Year, and the Begining of the next, which is V ifible 
by the Exaltation of the Sun, whofe fhadow will not 
tound equal again ‘till after the Revolution of a juft 
Car.
